Governor Frank Licht re: 
leased Wednesday the follow- 
ing statement in regard to the 
October 15 Vietnam Mora- 
{orium: 

“Never has our nation been 
involved in a war which has 
brought such agony and frus- 
tration as the Vietnam conflict, 
or one about which there are so 
many opposing views held by 
citizens of good conscience, By 
fostering meditation and full, 
peaceful discussion, the ‘Octob- 
er 15 Vietnam Moratorium can 
Qo much ta convey the deep 
concern of so many of our citt 
zens over the atmosphere that 
clouds our foreign policy in thts 
Vital area. To be meaningful 
it should entourage every See 
ment of our society to both talk 
with and listen to each other

Students involved in the Big 
Brother, Big Sister Program 


, Say Bo. J 
“Since the program's Dbegin- 


ning in the fall of 1966, big 
brothers and sisters have ven 
tured into the “outside World’ 
in an attempt to show families 
in the South: County area that 
they really care 

Big brothers wnd sisters com- 
mit themselves to an under- 
privileged child for @ mink 
mui of ne year of weekly 
meetings. Each individual's re- 
sponsibility’ js to develop & re 
Jutionship with his assigned 
child, to set for him an exam 
ple, fo expose him to people 
und situations he might other- 
wise never see, and to offer 
help and encouragement. 

At their first open meeting 
last Wedaesduy night, mem- 
bers of the Big Brother, Big 
Sister Program explained their 
function. goals, problems and 
results lo approximately 90 up- 
plicants and interested  slu- 
dents. They stressed the need 
for members who want lo 
serve, are willing to accept u 
commitment and are not cust 
ly discouraged. 

Program Chairman Barry 
Nesson explained that “real- 
ity-bound” best describes the 
most effective big brother and 
sister, New facully advisor to 
the group, Father David A, In- 
man, continued that the pro 
gram “needs students coming 
in without stars in their eyes. 
They have to be mature 
enough to xee people as they 
are and not try to remake 
them.” 

Big brothers and sisters are 
not social workers, Mr. Nes- 
son told the group. There is no 
{raining program, as “your 
wealth of experience as a hu- 
man being is all you have to 
rely on.” 

Mumbers explained the frus- 
tration involved in working 
with children and their fami- 








lies, “Sometimes you feel so 
helpless.” offered one boy. 
“You just have to accept that 
in some situations there is 
nathing you can do to help.” 
Several members mentioned 
that problems often develop 
with parents who object to the 
attention their children pay to 
“putsiders.” 

Despite discouragement, (he 
Big Brother, Bix Sister Pre: 
vram has expanded in its three 
years from the original 25 to 
over S80 members Initially, one 
‘of five facets of the URT Com- 
munity Action Program, the 
Big Brother group broke away 
when it found itself moving 
faster than tho other four. The 
now independent orpanization 
hus its awn constitution and ix 
allotted finds by the Student 
Senate 

Professional eonsultant to 
the group Is one of its original 
founders, Alfred Signorelli, #5- 
sociated with the Rt Divisidn 
of Services for the Blind and a 
psychiatric socint worker at 
Bradley Hospital. A duate 
of URI, Mr. Signorelli, donates 
four to five hours a week lo the 
Big Brother, Bix Sister Pro: 
xram. Students are encouraged 
tu seek his advice if any prob- 
Jems with their particular child- 
ren or familes arise, 

Advisor Father Inman ¢x- 
plained that he will play # sup- 
portive role but will nol make 
decisions for the group. En- 
thusiastic about the Big Broth: 
cr, Big Sister Program, he 
feels his three years’ expert: 
ence in a Federal Hill area 
parish will enable him to bet- 
ter understand problems with 
which the group may have to 
deal 

The Executive Board has 
made plans in hopes of further 
expanding the big brother pro- 
gram. A 1962 Ford Econoline 
van, donated by Marathon 
House and repaired by the 
URI maintenance department 
will alleviate transportation 
problems that previously 
hampered the program

The issue of racism in off 
campus housing for URI stu 
denis was brought up ut the 
Student Life Committee meet- 
ing last Thursday, The Housing 
Office was believed to be keep 
ing two lists for off-campus au 
thorized housing facilities.

It was not known 
whether these lists still exist 
today.
